The occupation of this installation Is still unclear*. Just as the report 
furnished by the same source in Cctober, the present report does not contain 
any indications support '.ng the assumption that the u/i Gds How Arty Rcgt and 
the 238th Gds AAA R@gt of the division are actually stationed at the Ziethen 
Kaserne. The tanks repea tec iy observed at the installation my have been under 
repair at the tank repair shop believed to be located at this instal lation. 

The 120*-mm mortars in conjunction with the tanks mentioned in paragraph 6 of the 
report rather indicate that another mechariized unit is stationed in Frankfurt/ Oder 
The light and partly unclarified occ oat ion of barracks installation la f uerpten- 
walde makes it possible that the 24th or 26 ih Gds Kecz | Regt or component units 
of them moved to Frankfurt/ Oder £jj the summer or fall. 


Eichhorn Kaserne: 


Since mid-October, this installation ha 3 almost exclusively been used as a 
processing point for recruits and dischargees. The material depot reportedly 
established at the installation is probably oriented parallel to Muellrose 
Landstrasse. 
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
